Baker, hangs 
over 


Philadelphia's present 
grand jury 


investigation of racketeering, gang 
murders and police collusion. 


For It was the racketeer murder 


of Hughey Mclxxm, grown to be a 
cabaret proprietor, that proved the 
spark that touched off District At 
torney John Monaghan's probe. His 
murder and the avenglpg murder o 
Daniel O'Leary -nly a week later 
blew off the lid, and thus Hughey 
JMcLoon dead Is more powerful than 
ever was Hughey McLoon alive. 


For years Hughey McLoon, th< 


hunchback, had been a prominen 
figure on the fringe of Philadelphia's 
underworld. Hughey's sporting na 
ture drew him 
Inevitably within 


that secret sphere «where, for one 
reason or another, one's tongue must 
be kept In leash. He was never a 
power — but he knew a lot. 


Hughey was on the edge of the 


councils of .Max "Boo'- Hoo" Hoff 
Philadelphia's underworld king, am 
well acquainted with the three prom 
Inent mobs of racketeers In Phila 


hia — "the 
O'Learys,1' "the 


uffys" and "the American Black- 
s." Each had Its gangsters am 
nmen, recruited for the Incidental 
:ork of, protecting the racket ant 


enforcing its orders with gun and 
muscle. 


Some say Hughey talked too much, 


others say there was a girl In the 
case. The later story has It that 
Hughey had trouble with Daniel O'- 
Leary over a girl, a 16-year-old wife 
who had renounced her husband for 
the underworld. O'Leary was mar- 
ried and had two daughters, 5 and 
7, but that meant nothing. 


MURDERED IN STREET 


One night a few weeks ago Hugh 


ey was escorting some troublesome 
customers from his so-called cab- 
aret The alleged drunks may have 
been decoys, for 
Just as Hughey 


reached th^ sidewalk a hail of bul- 
lets descended upon him from a 
large blue sedan. Hughey and two 
trusted companions fell, but Hughey 
was the only one mortally wounded. 


A cloakroom girl 'of the under- 


world resorts -telephoned to Magis- 
trate Eddie Carney, Hughey's life- 
time friend, that it was the O'Rea- 
rys who had killedvHughey. She has 
since 
changed her story several 


times. 


They held a big funeral for the lit- 


tle hunchback. 
"Boo Hoo" Hoff 


paid all the bills. A woman— still 
unidentified — dropped flowers on the 
grave from an airplane.

Less than a week later five men 


paid a 5 a. m. visit to an apartment 
where O'Leary was keeping a ren- 
dezvous with his 16-year-old sweet- 
heart. The five men filled O'Leary 
full of lead as he slept.

The avenging of Hughey's muiv 


der blew off the lid. Since that day, 
Philadelphia has seen 'no quiet -and 
the underworld's rulers and certain 
police officials have been quaking in 
fear. 


Judge Edwir. O. Lewis charged 


the grand Jury to begin an Investiga- 
tion into the shootings, among other 
routine matters. But It was then 
that District Attorney 
Monaghan 


stepped Into the picture. 


Mohaghan began at 
the bottom 


and bis intrepidity has uncovered 
to the amazed eyes of Philadelphlans 
a plcturei of "official corruption, or- 
ganized -crime, police protection, and

. In a discussion of a paper on chronic arthritis 
presented before the Buffalo Academy of Medi- 
cine by Dr. Robert O. O-sgood of Boston some 
interesting1 views were aired. Dr. Osgood Is not 
so greatly impressed by the focal infection 
theory, though he concedes that It Is advisable 
to remove Infected tonsils, for Instance, or Infect- 
ed teeth, when there is good reason to believe 
that these are unfavorably affecting the Joint 
condition, but he insists that we should pause 
before taking out good teeth and.removlng every 
suspicious tonsil when we find a patient with 
chronic arthritis and lowered general resistance. 


Just what Dr. Ossood means by "lowered re- 


sistance," Is not too clear, but I gather he means 
low basal metabolism, poor circulation, deficient 
nutrition, or something like that. In other words 
he would give greater prominence to the general 
"upbuilding" of the patient, as with nourishing 
food and a liberal diet, rest, freedom from worry, 
avoidance of fatigue, and the use of modern 
physical therapy to give relief hot so available 
from medicines alone. 


In the discussion Dr. W. W. Plummer re- 


marked that for years arthritis has been treated 
by -vaccines, by heat and by special drugs for 
this, and the other thing, but the sane treat- 
ment of the undernourished, lowered resistance 
patient has been more or less overlooked. 


Dr. Delancy Rochester agreed with Dr. Osgood 


that drugs are of use only for the general build- 
ing up of the patient. 
^ 


Dr. Roland ijeisenbach deplored the confysion 


that exists here as well as in England In the 
classification of chronic arthritis cases, which is 
probably due to the lack of real knowledge of 
the'nature and cause of the disease or diseases 
In question. He recommended Bier's hyperemia 
treatment in some cases. 


Dr. Byron D. Bowen said that laboratory stud- 


ies of carbohydrate tolerance in patients with 
chronic arthritj^ had indicated that we are not 
Justified in restricting the nourishment of these 
patients. To my mind this suggests the unwis- 
dom of 'dieting' or following any cut and dried 
regimen not advised by one's own physician. 


Dr. Baldwin Mann referred to the part played 


in some-cases of chronic arthritis by the intes- 
tinal 
flora.

Dr. John. D. Bonar 'mentioned the "carnivor- 


ous" and "herbivorous*; types of individuals. It 
seems that carnivorous animals are subject to 
"rheumatism" and the herbivorous animals are 
not. 


Dr. Francis Fronczak. Buffalo's noted health 


commissioner, declared Dr. Osgood's paper the 
most revolutionary he had heard in 30 years. In 
view of the great number of recoveries from 
chronic arthritis without removal of the tonsils, 
the health commissioner wondered whether we 
are justified In'seelngr that school children with 
bad teeth and bad tonsils, get good food, plenty 
of fresh air and exercise and build up in that 
way? But. Dr. Osgood made it clear that we

A NEW GOD FOR.AMERICA" 
Under that title a book appeared 


recently, published by the Century 
company, that may be regarded ai 
a shot in the war of the Funda 
njentalists and the Modernists. It Is 


"Hoover labor address best ever." All 
of -the above statements were 
from 


prominent labor leaders and officers of- 
trade unions. 
-

We think when Mr. Hoover further 


expounds his ideas concerning agricul- 
ture it will be found that he is' equally 
clear, persuasive and competent on 
that subject. He should have as com- 
plete and'sound an understanding of 
the agricultural question as'any econ- 
omist in £meriak -He should be able 
to'assume-a- leadership for farm re- 
lief that will do for agriculture what 
he has demonstrated he can do for 
business vand commerce and what he 
proposes to do -for labor and industry. 
In other words, Mr. Hoover has clari- 
fied the campaign by presenting in his 
Newark address what must be accept- 
ed as the paramount issue of this pres- 
id&tial election. 


We do not know what Mr. Smith 


considers to be the paramount issue. 
He was asked in his Omaha address 
if he regarded prohibition as the major 
issue, and replied emphatically in the 
negative- We think before the cam- 
paign is over he will meet the issues as 
laid down by Mr. Hoover. AVe have 
maintained from the beginning that it 
would be a calamity to elect a presi- 
dent of the United States on the pro- 
hibition issue. Mr. Smith now virtually 
admits as much. Qualifications and fit- 
ness for the presidency have to deal 
with so much that is infinitely of 
greater importance than prohibition 
that no person who has a genuine so- 
licitude for the welfare of his country 
would think of deciding his ballot by 
this standard.

After gambling away a fortune 
won in Wall street, and engaging in 
various financial adventures, young 
Wood finally got a job in an iron mine 
in Pecos, N. M., at $2 a day. Recently 
he threw down his pick and shovel, 
not because he was dissatisfied with 
his pay but because, as he charged, 
the mine operators failed to safeguard 
their men's lives. 


"I. have found all iron ore mines I 


have visited in New Mexico unsafe," 
he says. 
"There is a law regulating 


coal mine safety, but there is no law 
relating to mines. From now on I am 
goin£ to do even-thing possible to get 
proper legislative measures passed to 
compel mine owners to safeguard their 
employes." There is no question that 
miners arc often exposed to unneces- 
sary dangers. Less ha* been done to 
remove occupational perils and risks in 
mining than in other industries. 
A 


mine can never be rendered as safe and 
comfortable as a factory, but the effort 
should be made.

Tlie Dust Hazard 


Does the dust from garnet, flint or silicon car- 


bide enter one's lungs when he breathes it. or 
does it remain in the throat and nasal mucus? 
Is a workman likely to become consumptive from 
breathing this dust regularly? (J. B.) 


Answer—Silica dust is most harmful, and prob- 


ably garnet and flint dusts are as bad or worse. 
Silica dust may completely cripple a worker in 
three or four years. Inhalation of this dust in 
itself produces a chronic lung disease'similar 
to tuberculosis, and the damage to the lungs pre- 
disposes the workman to tuberculosis. The mu- 
cus secretion of nose and throat does entangle 
some of the dust, but is Inadequate protection to 
rely-on when the workman Is constantly exposed 
to the dust.

of essays 
from 


which the 
readers 
could 
never 


guess that he was a minister. There 
can be no hesitation about the pro- 
fession of the writer of "A New God 
For America." > 


All of which is said for no other 


reason than to describe the book. 
For the same reason it should be 
said that there is some repetition in 
the book, inevitable because the es- 
says were published 
in different 


magazines at different times. This 
however does not greatly detract 
from the book as book material. 


As to the substance. Mr. Parrish 


would substitute for the antropom- 
orphiec God of the Fundamentalists 
a God who would include all • of 
modern science. He holds that the 
God usually worshiped is to small 
for the modern world. While he 
says "new God" he disclaims mean- 
ing that. He asserts that what he 
is after is a new conception of God 
in accordance with advances that 
have been made in knowledge. He 
argues that the Idea of God' has 
been growing in all ages and he asks 
if there is any reason why it should 
not continue to grow in our 'own 


He holds quite 
positively 
that 


Protestantism is doomed. By which 
he does not at all mean that there 
will be a return to the Roman Cath- 
olic church. He believes that at this 
moment a religious revolution is 
taking place that will do_ to Pro- 
testantism about what the Refor- 
mation did several hundred years 
ago. The new age will usher in a 
new conception 
of 
religion, 
he 


thinks. 


He does not Identify the churches 


with religion 
although 
he says 


there is religion in most churches. 
In one of the essays he says ra- 
ther positively that it his opinion 
there would be no decrease in mor- 
ality if- all the churches should be 
wiped out tomorrow. 


Nor does he foundation Christi- 


anity on the Bible. He thinks the 
Bible is a collection of little books 
bound together and more or less ar- 
bitrarily cannonized but that the 
new religion of the new age Is far 
too big-and far to broad and far 
too deep for such a foundation. 


The essays do not pretend to be 


works of deep scholarship. They are 
obviously for popular consumption. 
For those interested in the battle 
over religion they will make inter- 
esting reading. They show eloquent- 
ly how strong the religious upheav- 
al is. A generation ago such a book 
could hardly have been written bj 
a minister.

flagrant violation of the law.

for a violator of this section be a 
fine of not less than $40 nor more 
than $2,000, or imprisonment in the 
county jail for not less than 30 days 
nor more than 60 days, or both fine 
and imprisonment; and that the pro- 
visions of the section shall be en- 
forced by the treasury agent.

But for that 
thrilling July to October march Mc- 
Graw would have added another flag 
to his string.

he has bad 


many interviews with people of the 
county who believe a humane socie- 
ty should be formed so that steps 
can be taken to alleviate some of the 
conditions which he says investiga^ 
tions have shown to exist. 
ASKS NAMES OF INTERESTED 


If there are any other people in- 


terested in forming such an organiz- 
ation, Mr. Melcher 
urges them to 


get in touch with him at his home. 
They will receive notice when the 
first meeting of the proposed organ- 
ization will be held. 


Mr. Melcher stated that there are 


serious conditions 
existing1 in the 


county which need immediate atten 
tion. 


Among these, he said, is the prac- 


tice of butchers to hang calves on

"This method 
Is being used by 


butchers in Appleton," Mr. Melcher 
charged. "I consider it a cruel meth- 
od of butchering and believe steps 
should be taken to prevent it."

a squatter living near the city lim- 
its of Appleton, who has about 30 
dogs of uncertain breed. These dogs 
must forage for their food and many 
of them are near starvation he indi- 
cated. 
In the group is one female 


with pups which is unable to forage, 
and is eo thin she is unable to feed 
ner young. Many times these dogs 
nave nothing to eat but rotten clams 
taken from the river, according to 
the humane agent.
